To  the  Oundle  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report,  and 
again  testifying  to  the  satisfactory  state  of  the  public  health  of 
your  district. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  birth-rate  which  is  unfortunate. 
Premature  birth  accounts  for  two  of  the  deaths  under  a  year,  of 
which  there  are  five  ;  Diarrhoea  and  Bronchitis  for  the  others. 
The  infantile  death-rate  is  very  high  i35‘i  per  1000  ;  but  this 
return  is  not  of  much  value  in  itself  on  account  of  the  smallness 
of  the  number  of  births. 

There  have  been  41  deaths  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  1903 
of  9.  Ten  of  these  were  those  of  non-residents  bringing  the  total 
of  deaths  for  this  district  down  to  31,  giving  an  average  of  12  ‘4 

per  1000.  Twenty-four  of  these  deaths  were  those  of  persons

over  65  years  of  age.  Tubercle  accounts  for  7  deaths,  Cancer  for 
2,  old  age  for  14. 


Zymotic  There  were  4  notifications  :  one  of  Erysipelas,  one  Diphtheria,

two  Scarlatina. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  German  Measles  in  June  and  July, 
but  it  was  only  of  a  very  mild  nature. 

The  two  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  imported  into  the  district. 

The  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Union. 

A  case  occurred  in  Havelock  Cottages  on  31st  Dec.,  i903; 
and  proved  fatal.  I  inspected  all  children  living  in  the  cottages, 
and  kept  them  from  School  for  ten  days,  as  some  showed  signs  of 
recently  having  had  sore  throats.  The  drainage  and  water  supply 
of  the  Yard  would  be  satisfactory,  were  the  inhabitants  not  to 
throw  vegetable  and  other  refuse  into  and  on  to  the  gullies  and 
drains. 


Overcrowding.  There  have  been  no  cases  reported. 

With  Mr.  Todd  I  visited  Latham’s  Hospital,  North  Street, 
in  March.  It  was  a  very  inhygienic  state,  better  ventilation  and 
whitewashing  being  badly  required.  This  has  since  been  done, 
and  the  building  put  in  as  good  order  as  is  possible,  considering 
its  age  and  original  construction. 


Drainage. 


The  Sewerage  and  drainage  of  the  town  is  excellent.  I  have 
frequently  visited  the  Sewage  Farm  and  find  it  in  good  order. 


Water  Supply.  This  continues  to  be  excellent  in  quality  and  quantity.

Factory  Act.  The  Workshops  in  the  Schedule  have  been  visited  and  found 

satisfactory  as  to  lighting,  air  space,  ventilation,  and  sanitation.

The  Report  is  I  consider  very  satisfactory.  Our  freedom 
from  zymotic  disease  is  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  excellence 
of  our  water  supply  and  sewerage. 

We  are  however  liable  to  get  epidemics  imported  into  the 
district,  and  I  trust  our  Council  will  consider  the  question  of 
isolation,  and  I  hope  some  means  may  be  found  whereby  we  can 
join  the  Rural  District  in  the  management  and  use  of  their  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital.
